PRIMITIVE MINING,

Fhe Way Rubles Are Found, Washed

and Sold In Barma.

The aystem: practioed for obtalning
rubles in the mining distriets In Bormn
In of the moat primitive description.
The mining shafts nre simply holes
about two feet sguore sunk to o depth
varylug up to Afty or sixty feet. The
shoring up of the wills of the shafts Is
most erude, the sldes belng supported
by posts at the corners and branches
of snndl trees secursd agnlost the
sldes by stout sticks,

The winer carvles n tin pot similae
In shinpe to 8 blunt emled cone on his
hend. He sguats down In one cornet
nudd ddigs betweon his knees in the op-
posite corner. ‘The enrth, or byon, ns
the ruby bearing earth s cnlled, is con-
veyed to the top as fast ns It s excn-
viled I smuedl buckets let down from
nbove, The apparntus for ralsing and
lowerlng the buckets s slmple In the
extreme, A stout bamboo post about
twenty feot high, erlled a maungdine,
In fixed upright in the ground st n con-
venlent distance from the pit or dwin
and n long, thinner bamboo pivoted
horizontally into the upper end of it so
ns to project an eighth from the mine
and the long arm townrd the mine,

Frown the end of the long arm hiugs
a long cane fastensd to n longer thin
baumboo, the Intter ending in o double
hook, amd from the ghort end hangs a
bnsket of stones. The buckets are
rilsed by the inner arm with Its hook,
while the stones counterbalance the
welght., Usunlly three men work In a
dwin—one down below, one hauling up
the baskets, nand the third operator
plles up the byon ns it 1s recelved. Tho
byon 18 exeavuted by means of n
stranight, strong tool about two feet
three Inches long, with a broad biade.
The boskets nre shallow and elrcular,
with loop cane handles,

When enough byon has bheen piled up
It v tnken off and put luto a stone
paved circulur Inclosure resembling a
buth under a fall of water and shov-
eled about with n mattock till the mud
and elay are woshed awaey and the
stones are nll collected in o deep hale
at the end of a narrow channel, These
are then stralned, sleved and flnally
sorted and all rubles and sapphires
plneed In n Hitle bamboo cup full of
clenn water till the waah is over. They
nre then transferred to a little callco
bag, which every mine owner carrles,
nnd nre flually transferred to the un-
clenn hands of the money lending fra-
ternlty, who flock around in crowds on
the baznar days to buy any stones
